RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION AND ELECTION REQUIREMENTS 

In response to the Office Action dated 13 February 2008, the Applicants elect the claims 
identified as Group I, claims 1-15. Accordingly, claims 16-36 have been cancelled without 
prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the cancelled subject matter in one or more 
continuation or divisional applications. 

The Examiner has also issued an election requirement (pages 3-4) in which the following species 
were identified: 

Species 1 : Depositing a calcium phosphate coating on the substrate utilizing a biomimetic 

deposition process (claim 27, step (b)) 
Species 2: Depositing a calcium phosphate coating on the substrate utilizing a calcium 

phosphate cement deposition process (claim 27, step (c)) 
Species 3 : Depositing a calcium phosphate coating on the substrate utilizing an electropho- 

retic deposition process (claim 27, step (d)) 
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Species 4: Depositing a calcium phosphate coating on the substrate utilizing an electrochemi- 
cal deposition process (claim 27, step (e)) 

In response to the species requirement, Applicants elect species 4, i.e., electrochemical deposi- 
tion. New claims 38 and 54 specifically read on this species. Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-13, 37, 44-53, 
and 59 are generic.
